. ſent out, were propoſing the Terms on which they 
would ſurrender, the Soldiers within mutinied and 


open'd the Gates; whereupon the Contederates im- 
mediately enter'd, and made themſelves Maſters of 


the Place. The Garrifon, which conſiſted of be- 


tween 6 and 700 Veteran Foot, commanded by Don 


Alonſo Mariaga, were made Priſoners of War. | 

The Town and Caſtle of Valencia d Alcantara 
being thus taken Sword in Hand, the Army De- 
camp'd from thence the 14th of May (N, S.) lea- 
ving a ſuthcient Garriſon for the Security of that 
Poſt. They encamp'd that Evening at S. Vincent, 


and the 15th came before Albuquerque, but the March 


being very long, they could not inveſt it till the 
16th. The Earl of Galway, and the reſt of the Ge- 


nerals, with the Inginiers, went to take a view of 


the Place, which is pretty large, and ſituated on 


the Declivity of a Hill, defended by an old Wall 9 


Foot thick, with ſeveral Towers ; and there is a 
Caſtle that ſtands on the Top of a Hill upon a 
very ſteep Rock, and may contain 4 or yoo Men. 
'The Generals having mark'd out the Places for the 
Batteries, and given the neceſſary Directions for the 
Attack, two Regiments were commanded to pofleſs 
the Suburbs, and Colonel Car/es, who had the chief 
Direction ot the Siege, led them to their reſpective 
Poſts. The Enemy made a great fre upon thoſe 
two. Portugueze Regiments, which march'd with a 
great deal of Bravery, but had only 10 or 12 Men 


kill'd. The fame Evening the Beſiegers begun to 
work on a Battery of 6 Pieces of Cannon, and a 


Line of Communication ; and the vext Morning be. 
gun to batter the Wall, but with little Succefs, by 
Treaſon of the Thickneſs and Solidity thereof. They 
raiſed that day another Battery of four Pieces of 
Cannon, being 24 Pounders, and Colonel Bennet 
undertook to fix the Miners to the Wall. The Earl 
of Galway, who commanded in chief this Week,

Progreſs was made in the Breach, Captain Maſſe, 
an Inginier. lately arriv'd from Gibraltar, was orde- 
red to make a narrow view of the ſame.

nor, who had been himſelf ſo tractable as to ſur- 
render a Caſtle, wherein he might have held out a 
great while; and the rather, becauſe when he ſur: 

render'd they had not 200 CannonBallsleit,and muſt. 

have been oblig'd to diſcontinue their Firing till a 
new Supply was arriv'd from Aronchez, The 23d: 
a Trumpeter whom the Earl of Galway had ſent to 
the Enemy ſome days before, return'd to the Camp, 
and brought the firſt Advice, that the Mareſchal of 


Theſſe, with 6 Regiments of French Cavalry, and 3 


of Spaniards, making in all about 4000 Horſe, with 
ſome Foor, and four ſmall Pieces of Cannon, was 
_ encamp'd at Villa del Ri, within three Leagues of 
the Confederate Camp. The 24th General Fag#! 
took the Command in his Turn, and that day a Par- 
ty of the Enemy fell upon the Forragers, took 30 or 
40 Mules. and ſome Servants.

Theſe great Services, undoubtedly merited a high Re- 
ward, which King William not knowing how he could, 
conveniently, beſtow on the Prince of Heſſe, in his own 
Dominions, his Majeſty, by his Intereſt in the Court of 
Madrid, advanc'd his Highneſs to the eminet Station of 
Viceroy of Catalonia, where he had, ſome time before, 
ſignaliz'd his Courage, ConduR, and Experience, in the 
vigorous Defence of Barcelona. Upon the French King's 
Invaſion of the Spaniſh Dominions, the Prince of Heſſe 
Darmſiad return'd into England, where being moſt kindly 
receiv'd by King William, and admitted to his Majeſty's 


Confidence, he gave ſeveral Schemes for the Reduction 


of Spain to its lawful Soveraign. Heaven reſerving the 
Honour of purſuing thoſe on Deſigns to her pre- 
ſenr Majeſty, the Prince of Heſſe accompanied his Grace, 
the D. of Ormond, in the Expedition to Cadiz, in Quality 


of the Emperor's Pleniporentiary ; and if there had been 


the ſame Concurrence of Councils and Diſpoſitions in 
all the other Generals, as was between his Highneſs and 
his Grace, 'tis more than prebable, that that Uunderta- 
king had been attended with Succeſs. The Prince's 
Spirit did not ſink under this Diſappointment. He at- 
rended King Charles III. into Portugal, and then embark- 
ing on Board the Confederate Fleet, did earneſtly ſoli- 
cit the Attempt upon Gibraltar, which ſucceeded be- 
yond ExpeQation : Nor did his Courage, Conduct. and 
unwearied Vigilance, contribute leſs to the P reſerva- 
tion of that Conqueſt, than his Councils had done to- 
wards the Gaining of ir. Thar he did nor lead, this 
Year, King Charles III. and the confederate Fleet, in the 
Purſuit of Chimerical ProjeQs, plainly appears by the 
Inſurre&ion in the Kingdom of Valencia; the taking of 
Denia; and the great Number of Catalans that came o- 
ver to King Charles before Barcelona.

T HE Army of the Imperialiſts and Allies having | p;

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their Arrival there, they met with ſome unexpected WAN 


Difficulties that made em alter their Deſign. Upon 
this, another Place, ſome Miles higher up the River, 
was ordered to be viewed ; and report being made 
that there was a commodius Paſſage there, Eleven 
ſmall Boats upon Waggons were ſent before, with 
all things requiſite for making a Bridge: All the 
Grenadiers, and a thouſand Fuſiliers, were com- 
manded to march, with the two Regiments of Dra- 
goons of Herberville and Trautmanſdorff, under the 
Command of a Pruſſian Major-General, Monſieur 
de Stillen. But though the Detachment was already 


arrived at the place appointed by break of Day, and 


the Army was following, and found the place the 
more convenient for a Bridge, in that the Enemy's 
Lines along the Adda were ill guarded, and that a 
Palace called Paradiſo, at about half Cannon: ſhot, 
from thence, had no more than one French Battalion 
in it, and a few Horſe; and before they could be 
reinforced, our Bridge would have been finiſhed, as 
we were very well aſſured; yet ſome of the Wag- 
gons with the Boats breaking in the Road, they did 
not come up till Noon. However, we beat the 
Enemy from their Lines, and poſted our ſelyes upon 
the Bank of the River to begin making our Bridge : 
But conſidering the Rapidity of the Stream, our 
Boats were too ſmall; and it was five a Clock in the 
Afternoon before we could faſten three Boats for 


the Bridge: By which means the Enetny had time 


to get Reinforcements from all Parts, the Duke of 
Vendoſme himſelf arriving there with ſome Regi- 
ments, and the Dragoens were ſeen coming in upon 
a full Gallop. We found thar the Paſſage would be 
ſo much the more im practicable, that we were not 
certain that the Boats would be ſtrong enough to 
carry either the Horſe, or the Cannon, becuuſe of 
the Violence of the Stream; and on the other ſide, 
there was only a little Plain, with two narrow 
Roads, where no more than two Men abreaſt could 
paſs. In the mean time, the Enemy poſſeſt them- 
ſelves of the Eminence, and p'anted ſome Field- 
pieces there. However, the Bridge was conti- 
nued and finiſhed, Next day, which was the 1 5th. 
Inſtant, having begun to fortify our Bridge, the better 


to amuſe the Enemy, Orders were given for the

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Army to return to their old Camp at Brembat 
Major-General Stillen was left behind, with 100 
Fuſiliers, who was to ruin the Bridge the Night 


following, and then rejoin the Army with his De- 


tachment, and the Artillery, Yeſterday the Army 
began to march at break of Day towards Treviglio ; 
and our Vanguard being arrived there, commanded 
by Colonel Riede. met with the Enemies Foragers, 
and killed ſeveral of them: Beſides which, we took 
—_ Prifoners, and Mules and Horſes, in great 
number. We underſtood by the Priſoners, That 
the Grand Prior was on this {ide the Adda, at Caſſa- 
no, With above 20 Battalions, and 30 Squadrons, 
being poſted between the Adda, and having a Canal 
in his Front that was unpaſſable. The Army con- 


tinued to march, and upon the great Road that 


leads to the Plain between Trevig/io and Caſſano, was 
drawn up in order of Battle, with a Reſolution to 


attack the Enemy: Accordingly they advanc'd a- 


part of em into the Water, and at the ſame time 


bout one. a- Clock in the Afternoon, and begun the 
Charge half an hour after. The Attack was very 


vigorous; for we made the Enemy retire, and drove 


gain'd the Bridge upon our Right, which was over 
the Canal called Ritorta. The Enemy rallying, ad- 
vanced with all their Force againſt our Battalions, 


who by that time had paſſed the Canal through the 


Water with inconceivable Bravery, ſo that the Ene- 
my upon our Right were driven to the other {ide 
of the Adda; and in that Confuſion the Dragoons 
diſmounted, turned their Horſes looſe, and got into 
their Works at the head of the Bridge over againſt 
Caſſano Upon our Left alſo the Attack was very 
brisk; and ſome of the Enemies Battalions were al- 
ready beat ing a Parley : Bur the Battalions of our 
Right not being able to ſecond thoſe of the Left, be- 
cauſe their Arms and Ammunition were wet, the 
Enemy began firing again, and we could not quite 
beat them off, becauſe there were two Canals that 
entirely cover'd them. We paſt the firſt, and at- 
tempted (he ſecond, but the Water was fo deep that 


the Paſſage was impracticable. In this Poſture we 


halted three hours, tho* the Enemy made a terrible 
Fire with their great and ſmall Arms from the head 
of their Bridge, and the Caſtle of Caſſano. After

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this Orders were given to our Troops to repaſs the WWW 


Canal, and enter the Camp on this {ide of it. We 
cannot ſufficiently praiſe the Bravery of all the 
Troops, of which the Foot threw themſelves into 
the Water in whole Battalions at a time, up to be 
Neck, paſled ir in ſpite of all the Enemy's Fire, 
which was incredible, and charged them tho' their 
Arms and Ammunition were quite wet. Thus we 
beat the Enemy from a Poſt chat was moſt advan- 
rageous by its Situation, and ſupported by the dau- 
ble Fire from Caſſano, of their Cannon and ſmall 
Arms; beſides which, the Duke of Vendojme arrived 
there a little before the Battle, with the greatelt 
part of thoſe Troops that he had with him on the 
other fide of the Adda, near the Palace of Paradiſo. 
The other Particulars ſhall follow upon the firſt oc- 
caſion; for we don't yet know the Number of the 
Slain and Wonnded on either ſide. Of our Gene- 
rals Count Leinengen, General of the Horſe, is ktl- 
led; and among the Wounded are, our General 
Prince Eugene of Savoy, who received a ſlight Shot 
behind the Right Ear; the Count of Raveneluu, 
Lieutenant. General; Prince Jeſeph - of Lorrain; 
Prince Alexander of Mirtemberg, and Monſieur Hanſeb. 
We were Maſters of three Pieces of Cannon, which, 
for want of Horſes, we could not bring over the 
Canal. For the Baggage, Horſes, Mules, Stan- 
dards and Colours, we cannot yet ſend an exact 
Account; but beſides thoſe that were taken, we ſaw 
4 great Number in the Adda. The Priſoners, both 
Officers and Soldiers, are already very numerous;
